With this letter, I am forwarding the Council of Fresno County Governments’ (COFCG)

Administrative Amendment No. 22, which makes technical adjustments to their 2004/05-
2006/07 Federal Transportation Improvement Program (FTIP). All adjustments are made
to Regional Surface Transportation Program (RSTP) projects. The project description is
revised from A/C overlay to reconstruct pavement for a City of Selma project. Other
adjustments either advance projects from Fiscal Year (FY) 2006/07 to FY 2005/06 or
delay projects from FY 2005/06 to FY 2006/07.
